I heard no toar, but I be- 
came frightened when the chimney 
seconds later toppled on top of our 
house. 
The children were sleep- 


ing in the upper floor, but only the 
shingles were damaged." 


A basketball hoop,'nailed to the 


garage for play by one of the 
children, later was found hanging 
in a tree a block north of the Reu- 
bin home. 


The violent wind apparently lift- 


ed for two blocks after striking on 
the Reubin property, dipping to 
the ground again on North Mctcalf 
avenue.

nues before leaving the city,

continue to have the "best air 
force" in the world despite 
controversial cut-backs in the 
air force budget.

Ferguson (R-Mich): 


"I assure you . . . most emphat- 


ically that we are not going to 
have the second-best air force . . . 
We are going to continue to have 
the best air force." 


Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg, outgoing 


Air Force chief of staff, spent three 
days before Ferguson's subcom- 
mittee last week assailing a five 
billion dollar cut the Eisenhower 
administration has made in the Air 
Force budget recommended last 
January by former President Tru- 
man. Vandenberg i n d i c a t e d it 
would produce only' a

He told the senators he was not 


the first secretary of defense "that 
has had to hold down the extrava- 
gant expenditures proposed by a 
military department."

The Truman Air Force budget 


called for new appropriations of 16 
billion dollars and a December, 
1955, target of 143 wings — 30 to 75 
planes per wing.

and set a December, 1955, target, 
of 120 wings, with from 110 to 114 
"combat-ready" 
wings by July,

plane going to Red China can get 
fuel from a U. S. port.

Although I have repeatedly em 


phasized the importance of heed 
ing warning signals,

this can be overdone.

My question now is, are 
there any warning symptoms fel 
before an attack of cerebral hem 
orrhage? For the last six months 
I have had sharp, stabbing pains 
m my head at intervals.

' A—It IM unlikely that the pains 
acrosw your head foreshadow a 
stroke. Generally, there is no rec 


iiizahle warning before an attack 


of cerebral hemorrhage and the 
best thing is not to worry about it

He Declared Federal Judge* Have Big Responsibility 
In Deciding Issue Raided by Social Security CM*. 


The judges of the Fifth Federal circuit, who sit in New Orleans, 


have a colossal responsibility in deciding the constitutional Issue* 
raised by the so-called Marshall Girls, of Marshall, Tex., in their 
fight against the social security tax for housemaids. 
The argument* 


put forth by their attorney, Dean Moorehead, of Austin., might de- 


molish the whole business. This law is honored 
more in the breach than in the observance, but 
countless millions of dollars have been collected 
by the treasury and. theoretically, stand -to the 
credit of the individual servants. 
Actually, the 


money has been spent and the insured maids have 
nothing; but a lien on future taxes to be collected 
from all sources. 


Should the Circuit court uphold the Marshall 


Girls, these multi-million payments must be re» 
funded. 
Many of the servants have received such 
p'fl" 
credits although they have paid nothing. 
This 


class of worker does not believe herself taxable. Taxes are for rich 
folks. 
This has meant that Mrs. Smith paid Lula's share of the 


servants' Social Security as well as her own share as employer. Oth- 
erwise. Lula would quit and go to work for Mrs. Jones who stands 
ready to pay Lula's share. 


Congress foresaw this. 
The peculiar civic attitude of servant* 


and the difficulty of keeping servants on the job with "unemploy- 
ment" doles tempting them to long spells of rest at the tax-payer*' 
expense' were discussed in the legislative debates. 


Martin Dies, who returned 
to 


Congress last fall, whence he had 
seen driven out for exposing Elea- 
nor Roosevelt's friend. Joe Lash, 
was counsel for the Marshall Girls 
at the beginning of their fight. 
Dies frankly said that, in Texas, 
most women were just ignoring 
the tax. 
When that had happened 


o prohibition popular resentment 
wiped it out. 
However, in that 


case, there was a prospect of a 
million a year in new federal taxes. 
In the present case, by contrast, 
;he terrible national debt would be 
ncreased by untold billions if the 
:-ourt should hold for the Marshall 
Girls. 
Many judges on the pres- 


ent federal bench are not distin- 
guished for their courage or hon- 
or. 
So consideration' must 
be 


riven to their apprehension that 
hey might shake down the crazy 
financial edifice run up by the 
Roosevelt-Truman regime. 


The Marshall Girls have offered 


constitutional 
objections 
to 
the 


whole Social Security structure. 


To begin their appeal, Mr. Moor- 


head politely advised the Circuit 
court that Judge William H. At- 
well. of the District court, seemed 
not to understand the issues that 
le was asked to decide. 


The Marshall Girls charge that 


he law violates the First. Fifth, 
Tenth 
and 
Thirteenth 
amend- 


ments. 


It imposes two types of taxes on 


.vages paid' for domestic service 
only, if, during a quarter of a 
,-ear. an employe works 24 days 


both maid and mistress are ex- 
empt. In fact, an employer with 
ten or a dozen domestic employes 
on the other plan would have no 
obligation. 
Mr. Moorehead cited 


a Supreme court decision which 
said that "discrimination, if gross 
enough, is equivalent to confisca- 
tion and subject to challenge and 
annulment under the Fifth amend- 
ment." 


The Girls make strong argu- 


ments against the injustice to the 
maid who has to pay the tax and 
the special privilege of the oth- 
ers who come outside the 24-day, 
$50 minimum provisions. 
It dis- 


criminates 
against 
the 
steady 


worker. 


The Girls deny that a servant in 


the private home of an American 
family is empoloyed in business 
or industry. They say that, how- 
ever far the taxing power has 
stretched since 1933, "most cer- 
tainly such power has not yet 
been expanded to the point where 
Congress can lay an excise tax on 
the operation of a domestic house- 
hold." 


And the housewives' share can't 


be sustained as an income tax be* 
-cause it is based on the income of 
the employe, not of the employer. 
In simpler form should Spelvin 
pay pay a tax on Pegler's income? 
Why shouldn't Pegler pay his own? 


The Girls insisted that the treas- 


ury was imposing involuntary serv- 
itude, thus depriving them of lib- 
erty and property, by its require-

But, in this case, the law excuses 
a smart 
operator 
who works a 


maid 12 days per quarter at $4 a 
day for a non-taxable total of $48 
while the employer who keeps an- 
other character steadily employed 
at the same pay for 24 days must 
fill out forms, keep accounts and 
pay the employer's excise tax. 


Surely, steady work is better, 


from all standpoints, than 12-day 
stretches, but the advantage is the 
other way around. 


The girls present the case of a 


maid who works 24 days for $2 a 
day, cash, plus room-and-board to 
the value of $2 a day. 
This one 


also receives $96 in effect, but 


the reports to the Internal Rev- 
enue. All that is work. A woman 
with a household, a husband and 
children has better use for her 
time and energies. 
And Congress 


has no authority from the Consti- 
tution to impose these burdens on 
her, with jail or a fine and public 
disgrace as a penalty. 


The Girls touched the master 


nerve when they argued: "Such 
activities require time and effort. 
Since the date when withholding 
was instituted in connection with 
the ordinary income tax. many 
persons have assumed, without *e- 
rious thought, that the imposition 
of the duty of withholding taxes 
upon an employer is constitutional. 
If. as the Supreme Court 
(ha* 


stated) the 13th guarantees that 
labor shall be 'free and voluntary', 
such guarantee is violated, since 
this law requires a domestic em- 
ployer to perform tasks (without 
pay) 
regardless of whether he de- 


sires to do so." 


"The government." say the Mar- 


shall Girls, "has striven to make 
the public believe that, by paying 
these taxes, employers and em- 
ployes are guaranteeing 
old-age 


security for the latter class. But 
this lawsuit cannot be affected by 
the fact that the people have been 
lulled into a quiet acceptance of 
the burdens imposed. 
This suit 


must be decided by measuring the 
act against the Constitution. So 
measured, its invalidity is fully 
revealed."

Major Armistice Terms 


PANMUNJOM (-if)—Here are the major terms of 


the armistice document agreed to prior to settlement of 
the prisoner exchange issue: 


1. An armistice will be signed at panmunjom by 


Gen. Mark Clark, United Nations commander-in-chief, 
and two Communist "commanders, Marshal Kim II Sung 
of North Korea and Gen. Peng Tehhuai, commander of 
the Chinese forces in North Korea. 


2. Hostilities will cease 12 hours after the document 


is signed. 


3. Within 72 hours, troops and equipment will be 


withdrawn from a demilitarized buffer zone between the 
opposing armies. 


4. A demarcation line, coinciding with the battle 


line, will be drawn across the peninsula and troops and 
equipment will be withdrawn two kilometers about 14 
miles from each side of the line to make up the buffer 
zone. 


5. A military armistice commission would be ere- 


ated, made up of five senior officers of both sides and 
empowered to have general supervision of the truce. 


6. Both sides would halt reinforcement of troops 


and equipment when the armistice becomes effective. 


7. Rotation of troops home would be permitted up 
to 35.000 men per month. 


8. Headquarters of the military armistice commis- 


sion would be at Panmunjom and it would settle dis- 
putes and reported truce voilations "through negotia- 
tions." It would have no chairman. 


9. A neutral nations supervisory commission would 


be made up of four senior officers, two from each side. 
This commission would be made up of officers from Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia, Sweden and Switzerland. 


11. The supervisory commission will have 20 inspec- 
tion teams. It will station one at each of the five ports 
of entry in North Korea and at the five in South Korea 
and will have 10 mobile inspection teams in reserve. 


12. The commanders of both sides recommend to 


the governments concerned that a political conference be 
held within 90 days after the armistice. 


Court Rules That 
Negroes Must Be 
Served in D. C. 


WASHINGTON 
— MB — 
The 


Supreme Court today upheld an 
1873 law which required District 
of Columbuia restaurants to serve 
Negroes provided they are well be- 
haved. 


The act has not been enforced 


for many years. 


But not even today's 8-0 high 


court ruling wiped out the long 
litigation that has grown out of 
the practice in many eating places 
here to refuse to serve Negroes. 


The tribunal sent the case back 


to the Court of Appeals here and 
told it to decide whether the 1873 
law — guaranteeing that well-be- 
haved persons of any race be 
served at regular prices — re- 
pealed one enacted a year earlier. 
The 1872 law required that all 
"respectable" persons be served 
without regard to race. 


The point is a technical one, and 


has no real bearing on the court's 
finding.

European corn borer: Pupation 


of overwintering larvae is com- 
plete from St. Louis south, nearly 
complete in Central Illinois and 
varies from 36 to 88 per cent in 
Northern Illinois counties. 


Moth flight is Hearing a peak 


from St. Louis south. Peak flight 
in Central Illinois is expected in 
about two weeks. 


Some pupae have desiccated and 


died, but showers may stop this 
and hasten completion of pupation. 
Early corn over 40 inches in ex- 
tended heights in Southern Illinois 
may need spraying in the next 
week. 


No treatment will be needed in 


Northern Illinois for at least two 
weeks. 


Heady to Hatch 


Corn carworms: Fair numbers 


of earworm eggs about ready to 
hatch were found on the leaves of 
early planted sweet corn at Anna. 
Such corn will need protection 
shortly. 


English grain aphid: Abundant, 


25 to 100 or more per head on 
wheat in the area from Springfield 
Decatur to Alton and there are in- 
creasing reports from cast and 
north of this area. Spraying is rec- 
ommended when there are more 
than 25 per head. 


Chinch bugs: The chinch bug 


threat in Central Illinois is greaUy 
reduced. Populations of five to 10 
adult bugs per hill in corn are not 
alarming, but heavy populations of 
25 to -10 or more per 
hill will 


weaken plants. 


Bean leaf beetle: Adults of the 


common bean leaf beetle are seri- 
ously damaging seedling soybean 
plants in many fields. Where the 
crop seems to be making satis- 
factory progress, no treatment is 
advised, but if the plants are los- 
ing ground, the insect can be con- 
trolled by applying one and a half 
pounds of DDT per acre.

tenced to prison today but received 
less than the maximum.

U. S. District Judge Alexander 


Holtzoff sentenced Verber to 40 
months to 10 years in prison and 
Ponger to five to 15 years. 


In fixing the sentences the judge 


accepted a recommendation by 
government counsel, who spoke for 
Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell. 


Verber, 
31, and 
Ponger, 39, 


pleaded guilty in mid - April to 
different counts of a two • count 
indictment linking them to a spy 
plot directed from the Russian Em- 
Sassy in Washington. Ponger was 
liable to a maximum sentence of 
20 years and Verber to 10 years. 


Yuri V. Novikov, second secre- 


tary of the Russian Embassy, who 
,vas alleged to have directed the 
spy ring, was declared 
persona 


non grata and booted out of this 
country. 


Verber and Ponger had nothing 


to say in their own behalf. 


But Roger Robb and James C. 


Toomey, their court - appointed 
attorneys, asked mercy for them, 
saying Verber and Ponger had 
:urned to communism after Hit- 
er's invasion of Austria. 


Toomey said Ponger spent two 


years in concentration camps in 
jermany. 


Robb, who spoke for Verber. 


lescribcd him as "a small cog in 
a very big wheel." and said Verber 
vas ashamed of what he had done.

PROBABLY MORE than in any other field of local sports, the old- 


timers of baseball are given to discussion of what has been and what 
ain't no more. 


The fact that baseball'* rate of declining intercut, both at 


the professional level and semi-pro level, hap been faster in re- 
cnt year* than in any other major sport provides them with 
more territory for conjecture than the past master* of any 
other sport. 
THE MAJOR leagues have experienced- a loss of popularity to a 


far lesser extent than the Minor leagues. And the minors have suf- 
fered far, far less than semi-pro baseball.

The latter, once the backbone of the grass-roots sports 


world, apparently is headed for extinction. In mo*t cltien of 
the 1,000 to 10,000' population category, it already, has become 
non-existent. 
ONLY IN villages whose population is numbered in the hundreds 


do locally manned teams enjoy a. semblance of the fan loyalty and 
tribute that once was heaped upon "our team" by villages and citie 
throughout the country. These are the communities which have re- 
mained closer to the simple entertainment of years past, some ob 
servers explain. 


And although the cities greater than 10.000 population, gen- 


erally speaking;, still field one or more locally sponsored base- 
ball teams, the strong personal backing of them which onee 
was present now is not to be found. Those teams apparently 
exist only through the sheer weight of numbers—In a city of 
ten. thirty or fifty thousand people it seems inevitable that 
there will be enough athletes sufficiently interested in baseball 
to get together one or more teams, whether they receive fan 
backing or not.

SUCH LARGELY has been the condition under which baseball 


teams have been organized in Dixon in recent years. Certainly the 
fans haven't provided the incentive for players to organize and play. 


Yesterday about 25 persons sat in the stands at Reynolds 


field while the local baseball team and one from Genoa per- 
formed. 
MOST OF the old-timers we've heard hold little hope for a re- 


birth of popularity in .the game, at least at the local Iveel. And their 
opinions are the only ones which qualify—there are no "young- 
timers" in baseball who can compare the game in its heyday in the 
nation's villages and small cities to the plight of the sport today. 


Perhaps logically, some of these relics "of the game's gold- 


en era accuse the modern-day ballplayers of lacking the skill 
of their dads and granddas. 
Their unpredictable play has 


dug the game's grave, some contend. 
"BALLPLAYERS just aren't as good as they were in "my day," 


they declare. 
"That's why nobody goes to see them play anymore." 


Yet, other old-time players are not so condemning of to- 


day's breed of player. 
Their explanation, more accurate we 


believe, i« le<*s obvious, yet simple. 
TRUE, THEY SAY, local ballplayers are not as good as they 


used to be, and the fans are not as interested as they used to be, but 
there is a factor that exists for both which was not present in our day. 


BASEBALL WAS practically all we had for diversion, they point 


out. If we didn't play it, we watched it. 


But It's cooler to sit In a movie, easier to sit before a tele- 


vision set and more fascinating to ride in * car to se« some- 
body or something 50 to 100 miles away than it Is to play nine 
innings of baseball, or sit on a plank and watch it played by 
somebody else, they declare.

Don't b« in a hurry to start the 


downswing phase of your game. 


You must have perfect balance 


and control of the club at the top 
of the backswing before you are 
properly prepared to start the club 
back down. 


Though I wouldn't recommend 


anything other than the one-piece 
swing, at the beginning you would 
do well to pause ulightly as you 
reach the top. This will enable you 
to start the downswing with a 
smooth, unhurried motion instead 
of lunging at the ball.

In Africa the first intimation of 


the king's death was given to the 
Princess* staff by a local news- 
paper reporter. Lieutenant Colonel 
Martin Charteris, the Princess'

It was the Duke of Edinburgh 


who gently told his unsuspecting 
wife the news of her father's death 
and that she was now Queen of 
England. 


When she first understood what 


he was saying, she wept, but, said 
Lieutenant Colonel Charteris. she 
took the news "bravely, like a 
Queen." 


It was the first time in history 


that a British monarch had ac- 
ceded to the throne in Africa.
